Air show of a different sort!

Last week on the French 
River, 1 watched 28 turkey 
vultures rocking gently on 
great wings, ne: and spir-* 
alling upward. Wings motion- 
less, they circled silently 
above tree level. One would 
have been tempted to say they 
were experiencing the sheer 
pleasure of working the 

] updrafts. However, the main 
attraction was the pile of fish 
heads ‘and guts placed out each 
evening on a near-by rocky 
point by a fishin lode e. The 

| vultures were the clean-up 

| crew. The last time | had seen ¥ 
so many vultures, they were 
circling over the mountain 
gorges of Cuba. There they 
descend to the plain to clean up 
the cattle carcasses. 

In the 1946 edition of Taver- 
ner’s Birds’of Canada, he notes 
that turkey vultures enter 
Canada only along the most 
southern boundary. But in the 
last decade, the turkey vulture 
has extended its range north 


and east and now nests‘as far 
north as the Bruce. The turkey 
vulture may have nested even 
farther north near the French 
River. The proprietor of the 
lodge told me that some 
vultures had been around since 
June. Now, in late September, 
the flock was growing daily in 
preparation for migration. 

Taverner calls the vulture’s 
flight one of the wonders of the 
physicist. Without any discer- 
nible movement, it hovers in 
the air or, taking advantage of 
thermals, spirals higher. Then, 
on motionless outspread 
pinions, still circling, it main- 
tains its position for hours 
without a single “apparent 
stroke of the wing. . 

Turkey vultures nest in rock 


crevices, hollow stumps or . 


thickets, usually laying two 
eggs on a mat of decay wood 
or leaves. When the youn 
hatch they are covered wit 
white down and are fed on 
regurgitated carrion. For this 
reason one would wish to be 
upwind of a nest. Since the 
yvulture’s principal food is 
carrion, in hot climates its 
cleaning up of carcasses is a 
health safeguard and, in some 


places, Cuba for example, it is 


—- by law for its contri- 
tion to sanitation. 

Within the next couple of 
weeks, flocks of this large dark 
bird will circle, floating grace- 
fully on upturned wings a 
the shores of Lake Ontario an: 

Lake Erie as they work their 
way west and then south. 
Because they are soaring 
birds, they never travel far ina 
straight line, but must circle to 
gain altitude. With its 6 foot 
wingspan and scooped back 
ang eS it is easily recog- 
nizable in the air. In Ontario, 
only the eagle has a greater 
wing span. From underneath, 
the turkey vulture’s wings look 
two-toned; the arm part 
appears black and the spread 
flight feathers, in good light, 
silver gray. — 

With the featherless neck 
and head of the carrion eater, 
red in the adult, gray in the 
immature, the turkey vulture 
at close Yange is a rather 
repulsive-looking fellow. But 
airborne in effortless flight he 
commands admiration. On a 
clear day in early October 
watch for migrating flocks 
circling lazily.

They will take a child 
out of an abusive situation as 

uickly as possible, but rather 
than separate the child from 
i. ay y - the rest of its life, 
they do make every attempt to 
rehabilitate the parents, These 
attempts include family coun- 
cilling and access to necessary 
sychological help. If the need 
is there, charges will be laid, 
but again emphasis is put on 
protecting the child from furth- 
er exploitation. The longer the 
child and the family remain 
within the CAS system working 
to solve their problems, the 
better the chance of breaking 
the abuse cycle. 

Again, the goals and objec- 
tives of the CAS may best be 
summed up by some of its own 
literature. ‘Our primary 


pare is to protect children 
rom abuse and neglect and 
provide the necessary wpe PY 
and treatment to prevent child- 
ren from becoming victims of 
violence. In addition, we 
provide a network of foster 
parents for children who can 
no longer live with their 
ts. These children range 
birth to 18 haga of age. 
We also provide adoption 
services, both provincially and 
internationally.

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A big change has taken place 
in the area of child abuse 


‘lately; it has become permissi- 


ble to talk about it and that is 
what Greg Dulmage, executive 
director of the Northumber- 
land CAS, says is helping to 
break the cycle. 

“Attitudes have changed,” 
he says. “It's no longer a 
family problem, but a 
community problem. A good 
network has been set up now 
and we're getting to the prob- 
lems earlier. Because of this, 
the prolems are smaller, 
more healthy to deal with. 
We're getting more to preven- 
tion. And‘ the people we're 
dealing with remain involved 
which is why I feel we're 
breaking the cycle.” 

When asked if there really is 
an inerease. in child abuse, 
Dulmage responds, ‘I’m not 
sure it Is escalating or whether 
we are just getting to it sooner, 
hearing more about it. The 
attitude of keeping it within the 


‘ family is disintegrating. It’s a 


roblem not to be ashamed of, 

ut brought out in the open and 
dealt with.” - 

Dui like many people 
who work within the system, 
says you never get used to the 
abuse. ‘‘Seeing the burns from 
cigarettes, burners and the 
physical violence really gets to 
you. But the medical profes- 
sion is getting more involved, 
more committed to following 
through.” 

According to Dulmage. 
everyone is better trained in 
recognizing the symptoms and 
the mandatory law on report- 
ing suspected abuses is forcing 
the issue. 

Even with the new facilities 
and the professionals working 
within the system, Dulmage

The Ontario Ministry of 
Natural Resources is again 
warning hunters not to eat the 
kidneys and liver from moose, 
or the -kidneys from deer 
because of high cadmium 
levels. 

Cadmium is a heavy metal 
which can be toxic at high 
levels of exposure. It occurs 
naturally at low levels in the 
ecosystem, but may reach 
higher levels in some areas. 


Cadmium accumulates in the 
kidneys and liver of some 
longer-living species such as 
moose and white-tailed deer. 


Experiments have shown 
high concentrations 
in 


liver damage 


mammals. 


“Cadmium levels in moose 


central Ontario,’ Natural 
Resources Minister Vincent 
Kerrio said. ‘The reason for 
these regional differences is 
not yet known, but we're 
conducting further studies to 
find out why, and how 
cadmium gets the 
ecosystem.”

On August 2ist, 1986, a 
Tsudden and catastrophic 
release of gas from Lake Nyos 
in the northwest area of Came- 
roon, West Africa, killed at 
least 1,700 people and 3,000 
cattle. Almost exactly two 
years, before, a similar eru 
tion in Lake Monoun killed 87 

ple. The news media imme- 
diately described the event as 
a volcanic eruption, but the 
scientific community quickly 
rejected that explanation 
because there was ho corrobor- 
ating evidence for either an 
earthquake of volcano. The 
cause and nature of the event 
and the probability of its recur- 
rence remain a mystery. 

Gas eruptions can be of three 
types - volcanic, magmatic 
and biogenic. Volcanic gas is 
associated with a igh- 
temperature, violent eruption 
from deep in the Earth’s crust, 
usually associated with the 
flow of molten rock. Magmatic 
gas also has its origin deep in 
the crust but seeps up slowly 
along rock fractures or is 
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dissolved in water. It is 
released slowly to the atmo- 
sphere unless trapped by some 
process such as dissolution in 
the water of a surface lake. 


Magmatic gas is largely 
carbon dioxide, whereas 
voleanic gases contain 
substantial amounts of hydro- 
gen chloride and sulphur diox- 
ide. Biogenic gases evolve in 
lakes by the decomposition of 
organic material and are char- 
acterized by the presence of 
sulphur gases such as hydro- 
gen sulphide (rotten egg gas). 
Like magmatic gases, biogenic 
gases may dissolve and accu- 
mulate in very stable lakes and 
later be released in large 
volumes if the lake is 
disturbed. Earlier, it had been 
suggested that the Lake Nyos 
gas was of biogenic origin, but 
it is now known that the gas 
was carbon dioxide and 
magmatic in origin. 

Six days after the disaster, a 
U.S. team of geologists and 
environmental scientists 
arrived at the site to begin 
investigations. Their findings 
appeared in “Science” in April 
of this year.

The Lake Nyos disaster again 


Although Lake Nyos is 
situated in an old volcano 
crater, it is relatively young. 
having formed in the last few 
centuries. Radioactive dating 
of the carbon in the lake 
water's predominant gas - 
carbon dioxide - shows it to be 
older than 35,000 years. This 
rules. out the biogenic theory 
because carbon dioxide from a 
biogenic source could be no 
older than the lake 

When a volcano A bey lava 
and hot gas into the lake, such 
as into the Soufriere crater 
lake on St. Vincent, the water 
temperature can rise as high 
as 80 C. Because the water 
temperature in Lake Nyos was 
normal, the event was not 
voleanic.

Installing’a new wood stove 


For those who are about to 
purchase a new wood stove, 
care should be taken to follow 
the manufacturer's directions 
for proper installation. 

A wood stove should have 
plenty of clearance from its 
surrounding walls, floor and 
furniture. In tight spaces, the 
surroundings must e 
‘ pee from excessive heat 
A y using optional heat shields. 
me A stove’s installation guide 
z will list what distances are 
needed between the stove and 
its surrounding walls. When 
measuring distances, always 
neasure directly from the 
stove and not from any option- 
al heat shields. 

The hearth on which the 
stove is placed is also impor- 
tant. Brick, slate and other 
masonry materials are good 
spark protectors, but they are 
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not good insulators. When 
i ing a new stove, check 
requirements for additional 
heat shielding.

The air flow, or draft as it is 
usually called, is controlled by 
a shuttered air inlet and 
movable damper. By properly 
adjusting these, a safe fire can 
be maintained easily. 
Slow, smoky fires and roar- 
ing blazes should be avoided. 
‘Slow fires are especially 
dangerous because they cause 
the buildup of creosote, liquid 
residue from wood-burning on 
the chimney walls that can 
lead to a chimney fire.

CDHS students hear about Vietnam War from veterans

Once again, the history 
department of Campbeliford 
and District High School 
(CDHS) has scored a coups in 
enriching the teaching of their 
students. 

Instead of just logo frees 
the Vietnam War in history 
books, the students heard 
about the war firsthand from 
three Vietnam veterans, one of 
which was a Green Beret and 
the recipient of the United 
States Congressional Medal of

The History and Contempor- 
ary Studies students of CDHS 
have recently conducted a 
thorough investigation of the 
Vietnam War and its afteref- 
fects on the veterans of the 
conflict.

from this war were not 
honored like other veterans, 
but called baby killers.

3. Engine: Is it time for a 
tune-up? Faulty wiring, worn 
spark plugs, a sticking choke 
or emission control devices 
that need attention all can lead 
to hard starting. A diagnostic 
check-up of the engine can be a 
good pre-winter investment. 
4. Oil and Filter: Dirty oil can 
give you trouble in the winter 
Now’s the time to change it 
Change thd oil filter, too. Your 
car~may Have several other 
filters, including the fuel, air 
and transmission filters, that 
need changing at this time. 
(The transmission filter is 
changed when transmission 


fluid is changed, as a periodic 


maintenance procedure.)

With the cold winter months 
ahead, now is the time to make 
sure your heater is working 
properly. 

A car’s heating system is 
much like the engine cooling 
system. In addition to the duct 
work. the basic elements of 
any car heating system are: 

1. The heater.core which is in 
essence a miniature radiator, ° 
and 

29 two hosés, one of which 
transports hot coolant to the 
heater core in the passenger 
compartment, while the 
second hose returns this cool- 
ant to the engine. 

To familiarize you with some 
possible heating system prob- 
lems, look at this troubleshoot- 
ing guide. 

When your car heater is not 

roducing enough heat, any of 
the following may be the 
cause: 

1. The flow of air under the 
dash may be blocked. 

9 Coolant level in the radiator 
may be low. 

3 Heater hoses may be leak- 
ing. If a leak is the problem, 
the hose must be replaced. 

4. Hoses may be: bent or 
kinked, thereby restricting the. 
flow of coolant. : 
5 If the car’s heater hoses 
have recently been removed, 
they may not have been prop- 
erly reconnected. 

. Air may be trapped in the 


F _system. This also would 
~ restrict the coolant. The solu- 


tion to this is to bleed the 
system. 

7. The blower motor may not 
be properly working. This 
could be caused by a blown 
fuse, a faulty blower resistor. a 
bad blower motor switch, a 
loose connection or a burned- 
out motor. 

8. The cooling system ther- 
mostat may be stuck in the 
open position. When this 
happens, the coolant will not 
heat up. properly. And, if the 
coolant is too cold, heat output 
will be insufficient. The ther-

Oil filters should 
be replaced every other motor 
oil change, to allow oil to 
circulate easily through the 
engine for protection against 
dirt, debris and other foreign 
matter. 

It is important that your 
car’s coolant be strong enough 
to withstand cold tempera- 
tures. If your coolant appears 
rusty, drain and flush the 
cooling system, and periodical- 
ly add water to maintain a 
proper coolant and water mix. 

Inspect the radiator and 
radiator hose for leaks and 
cracks and replace the pres- 
sure cap if the rubber gasket is 
torn or missing. (Always make 
sure the engine is cool before 
changing oil or removing the 
radiator cap.) 

The radiator accommodates 
a large volume of coolant, 
enabling heat to transfer from 
the coolant to the air. 

It helps to maintain an accu- 
rate and organized car care 
record with an auto log that 
keeps track of gasoline usage 
and essential car parts that 
require regular check-ups.

Pre-winier battery check will 
keep car starting 


All too often, the engine 
battery, especially in the wint- 
er, is named the culprit for 
sluggish starts or the reason 
for a car not starting at all. 


It's true, of course, that 
when a battery is not fully 
charged, it will not crank the 
engine promptly. However, 
there are other components 
which might also be the source 
of your starting problem. 


An undercharged or defec- 
tive battery can be caused by a 
ay alternator or. voltage 
regulator, a worn or improper- 
ly tensioned drive belt, or loose 
or broken cables and cable 
connector corrosion. Any of 
these can be the underlying 
reason for poor starts. 


Poor maintenance is another 
factor. Often overlooked proce- 
dures include cleaning and 
tightening corroded terminals 
and connectors, checking for 
case damage caused by loose 
battery hold-downs, and 
periodic testing for the general 
condition of the battery. 


Here's a checklist, to ensure 
prompt starting all year long: 


1. Battery: Primarily, a 
battery's function, is\to crank 
the engine - start the car. 
Secondary functions are light- 
ing and operating electrical 
accessories when the engine is 
not running. The battery 
should provide both good 
engine cranking capability and 


| reserve power. 


The power required to start 
an engine varies from car to 
car. It depends on the rpm 
demanded by the engine. the 
compression ratio, cylinder 
wear, temperature, weight of 
the oil, and the number and 
variety of accessories on the 
vehicle. Worn belts or loose fan 
belts can slip, causing a 
voltage shortage to the 
battery. 


Actually, most battery 
failures are caused by prob- 
lems in the other areas of the 
electrical system. But, you 
should develop a habit of 
checking your battery, as well 
as the other components of the 
electrical system.

Cold weather makes starting 
more difficult because low 
temperatures -reduce 4a 
battery’s power potential. A 
fully charged battery at 80 
degrees F will deliver onl 
about 65 per cent of its full 
power at 32 degrees F, and 40 
per cent at 0 degrees F. 


The heavy current drain 


imposed on a battery by cold 
weather starting cannot 
delivered by a discharged or 
weak battery. The result: An 
immobilized vehicle. 


2. Drive Belts: Since most 
engine power is transmitted by 
V-belts, a worn, defective or 
incorrectly tensioned belt 
results in a loss of power to 
drive the fan, water pump, 
alternator (or generator), 
power steering pump, air 
conditioning compressor and 
exhaust emission system air 
injection pump. 

In fact, the lack of regular 
belt service is one of the top 
engine service problems 
contributing to loss of power.

But, Mrs. Mehta was deter- 
mined and hopeful and the 
doctors, who: deserve praise 
for everything they did to help, 
encouraged her despite their 
worries. 

“They were worried that I 
didn't have enough space inme 
for the baby to grow. Their 
biggest worr 
baby would squeeze my 
diaphragm and cut off my 
breathing,” she said later after 
everything had turned out just 
fine. 

Dr. Nester Demianczuk, one 
of the six-member specialty 
team which looked after Mrs.
